To  the  Honorable^  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Chicago^  in  City  Council  assembled : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  regu- 
lating the  Police  Department,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  here- 
with, for  your  consideration,  the  annual  report  of  this  depart- 
ment, showing  the  numerical  strength  and  condition  of  the  police 
force,  where  and  how  detailed,  and  reviewing  briefly  the  duties 
pertbrmed  during  the  year,  with  such  recommendations  as  I  con- 
sider proper  and  necessary  for  maintaining  its  efficiency  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  expenses  of  running  the  department  for  the  last  year, 
as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  appended,  was  $432,758.95,  being  a  reduction  of  $102,- 
083.83  from  the  amount  of  expenses  of  the  year  previous,  and 
-$87,327.07  less  than  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Council. 
The  estimated  expense  of  the  department  for  the  next  year, 
including  the  salaries  of  one  hundred  patrolmen  in  addition  to 
the  present  force,  is  $669,260.52. 
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The  total  estimated  value  of  property,  real  and  personal, 
belonging  to  the  department  is  $165,499.67, 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  maintain- 
ing the  Police  Department  for  the  year  past  was  $520,086.02^ 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  deeming  it  prudent  to  reserve  fif 
teen  per  cent,  of  this  amount  to  provide  against  the  usual  shrink- 
age in  the  collection  of  taxes,  immediately  after  the  passage  of 
the  appropriation  ordinance,  directed  that  the  expenses  of  this- 
department  be  sufficiently  reduced  to  bring  the  same  within 
eighty-live  per  cent  of  the  amount  appropriated.  To  comply 
with  this  order  (rendered  heavier  from  the  fact  that  no 
provision  was  made  for  paying  salaries  of  the  men  to  be 
retired  for  the  two  and  a  half  months'  time  which  they  had 
already  served),  it  was  necessary  at  that  time  to  dismiss  from 
the  service  seventy-nine  patrolmen.  Sixty-three  were  dismissed 
between  the  13th  and  20th  of  March,  but  as  this  number  was 
not  sufficient  to  fully  approximate  the  required  reduction  there 
still  continued  to  be  a  proportionate  overdrawing  of  the  appro- 
priation, so  that  on  the  30th  day  of  July,  when  I  assumed  con- 
trol of  the  force,  the  appropriation  for  salaries  was  overdrawn  to 
the  amount  $7,185,90,  as 'shown  by  the  quarterly  report  of  the 
department  for  the  three  months  ending  June  30th  last.  To 
overcome  this  and  keep  the  total  of  expenditures  for  the  year 
within  the  required  limitation,  as  has  been  done,  was  a  difficult 
matter  for  the  last  five  months,  and  this  will  explain  why  most 
of  the  vacancies  occurring  in  the  department  during  that  time 
could  not  be  filled. 

The  police  force  at  present  consists  of  one  General  Super- 
intendent, one  Deputy  Superintendent,  four  Captains,  eighteen 
Lieutenants,  ten  Sergeants,  and  four  hundred  and  nine  patrol- 
men— one  Sergeant  and  seventy-six  patrolmen  less  than  were 
employed  on  the  ist  day  of  January  last,  and  are  assigned  to 
duty  as  follows  : 
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At  Police  Headquarters  there  is  one  General  Superinten- 
dent, one  Deputy  Superintendent,  two  Lieutenants,  and  forty- 
two  patrolmen,  detailed  as  follows  :

The  district  patrolled  by  the  force  on  duty  at  this  station  is 
bounded  by  Willow  and  Menomonee  streets  on  the  north.  Divis- 
ion street  on  the  south.  Lake  Michigan  on  the  east,  and  the 
North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  river  on  the  west,  embracing  an 
area  of  one  and  three-twentieths  square  miles,  and  containing  a. 
population  estimated  at  thirty-five  thousand. 
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The  First  Precinct,  includes  the  Harrison  street,  Twenty- 
second  street,  Cottage  Grove  avenue,  and  Deering  street  dis- 
tricts, and  is  commanded  by  Captain  S.  O'Donnell,  with  Captain's 
office  located  at  Harrison  street  station. 

The  Second  Precinct  includes  the  West  Madison  street, 
West  Twelfth  street,  and  Hinman  street  districts,  and  is  com- 
manded by  Captain  Edward  Hood,  with  Captain's  office  located 
at  West  Madison  street  station. 

The  Third  Precinct  includes  the  West  Chicago  avenue, 
West  Lake  street,  and  Raw^son  street  districts,  and  is  com- 
manded by  Captain  J.  M.  Johnson,  with  Captain's  office  located 
at  West  Chicago  avenue  station. 

The  Fourth  Precinct  includes  the  Chicago  avenue,  Larra- 
bee  street,  and  Webster  avenue  districts, — all  the  north  division,, 
and  is  commanded  by  Captain  F.  Gund,  with  Captain's  office 
located  at  Chicago  avenue  station. 

By  reference  to  the  foregoing  figures  it  will  be  observed 
X  that  of  the  409  patrolmen  now  in  the  department  35  are  perma- 
nently stationed  on  duty  at  bridges,  street  crossings,  railroad 
depots,  tunnels,  etc.;  31  are  detailed  as  station  and  lock-up 
keepers,  12  for  detective  service,  three  police  court  bailifts,  three 
pound  keepers,  one  in  each  division  of  the  city,  and  one  man  in 
each,  the  Mayor's  and  Comptroller's  offices-  all  indispensible 
details  and  rendering  valuable  service  in  their  respective  assign- 
ments, but  aggregating  88  men,  and  reducing  the  number  avail- 
able for  regular  patrol  service  to  321  men.  Of  this  latter  num- 
ber 136  are  on  day  and  185  on  night  duty.  As  there  are  38 
square  miles  of  territory,  with  600  miles  of  streets,  to  be 
patrolled  by  this  number,  averaging  three  and  one-fourth  miles 
of  street  for  each  patrolman  on  duty  at  night,  and  four  and  one- 
half  miles  for  each  of  those  on  day  duty,  it  should  not  be  sur- 
prising if  the  cry  of  "Where  are  the  police?"  is  occasionally 
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heard.  It  will  be  seen  also  that  we  have  less  than  one  police- 
man to  every  twelve  hundred  inhabitants ;  New  York  city  has 
one  policeman  to  every  428  inhabitants;  Philadelphia  has  one  to 
every  650,  Boston  one  to  every  530,  New  Orleans  one  to  every 
380,  Baltimore  one  to  every  520,  San  Francisco  one  to  every  600, 
St.  Louis  about  one  to  every  1,000,  Brooklyn  one  to  every  770 
and  so  on  through  the  entire  list  of  cities  none  can  be  found 
with  so  small  a  police  force  as  our  own. 

Cincinnati  comes  the  nearest,  and  has  about  one  officer  to 
every  t,ioo  inhabitants.  We  stand  in  about  the  same  condition 
with  regard  to  salaries,  for  no  other  city  in  the  country  pays  its 
police  force  so  small  a  salary  as  the  city  of  Chicago,  with  possi- 
bly one  or  two  exceptions,  and  those  furnish  uniforms  for  their 
men,  which  more  than  makes  up  the  deficiency. 

I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  dwell  at  length  upon  show- 
ing the  inadequacy  of  the  number  of  policemen  at  present 
allowed  or  the  necessity  of  increasing  it.  This  I  beheve  has  re- 
peatedly been  shown,  and  at  times  when  the  force  was  much 
larger  than  at  present,  but  I  submit  that  409  men — the  number 
now  allowed — cannot  in  justice  be  expected  to  continue  to  do 
the  work  that  should  more  appropriately  be  allotted  to  700. 
The  police  force,  including  officers,  numbered  600  men  when  the 
population  of  the  city  was  125,000  less  than  it  is  at  present,  but 
within  the  last  three  years  it  has  been  reduced  two  Lieutenants, 
two  Sergeants  and  160  patrolmen,  although  it  was  at  that  time 
and  is  now  freely  admitted  that  the  number  employed  has  never 
yet  been  sufficiently  large  for  the  requirements  of  the  city  and  to 
properly  protect  the  interests  of  the  people.  It  will  no  doubt 
be  claimed  that  tlie  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
police  is  always  made  the  occasion  for  recommending  an  increase 
of  the  police  force.  This,  it  appears,  has  been  so,  but  it  also 
appears  to  have  been  the  rule  of  late  to  largely  reduce  the  force 
whenever  an  increase  was  asked  for.    There  is  scarcely  any  dif-

ference  of  opinion  as  to  our  necessities  in  this  respect  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  Therefore,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  present 
force  be  increased  by  the  appointment  of  loo  additional  patrol- 
men. I  would  also  recommend  that  at  least  eight  additional 
detectives  be  allowed,  making  in  all  twenty.  Of  this  number  it 
is  necessary  to  have  two  in  the  First  Precinct,  two  in  the  Sec- 
ond Precinct,  one  in  each  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  Precincts, 
and  the  remaining  fourteen  at  police  headquarters,  all  reporting 
daily  to  the  Chief  of  Detectives  at  this  office  and  acting  under 
his  direction.  Vacancies  in  this  branch  of  the  service  in  all 
cases  to  be  filled  and  appointments  to  be  made  from  men  of  ex- 
perience on  the  patrol  force,  and  with  exclusive  reference  to 
their  fitness  and  ability.  By  this  arrangement  we  would  be  en- 
abled to  have  a  certain  number  of  detectives  assigned  exclu- 
sively for  night  duty,  which  I  consider  highly  essential.  At 
present  it  is  not  an  unusual  occurrence  to  have  our  detectives 
called  to  headquarters  at  5,  6  or  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  for  a 
full  day's  assignment,  after  being  on  foot  during  all  of  the  pre- 
vious night*  This  is  more  than  they  should  reasonably  be  ex-  ^ 
pected  to  continue  to  do  with  good  results. 

I  have  inserted  in  the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  an  item 
of  $375  for  the  purchase  of  one  horse,  harness  and  wagon,  to  be 
used  in  the  department  for  hauling  supplies,  pursuing  and  haul- 
ng  stolen  property,  etc.,  and  I  think  it  necessary  that  such  be 
allowed.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  that  we  have  not  occasion  to 
hire  express  wagons  for  similar  purposes ;  so  that  the  amount 
expended  at  the  end  of  the  year  sometimes  exceeds  the  amount 
herein  asked  for. 

I  would  further  ask  that  provisions  be  made  in  the  next 
appropriation  bill  for  the  payment  of  five  Morse  telegraph  opera- 
tors, one  for  police  headquarters,  and  one  for  each  of  the  four 
principal  stations.  The  dial  instruments  for  many  years  in  use 
in  the  department  are  incapable  of  giving  the  service  required, 
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as  the}'  are  too  slow  and  unreliable  for  use  in  cases  where  the 
rapid  transmission  of  messages  to  and  from  the  different  stations 
becomes  necessar3^ 

I  desire  also  to  impress  upon  your  honorable  body  the 
necessity  of  appropriating  such  scale  of  salaries  for  our  depart- 
ment as  will  at  all  times  command  the  services  of  good  and  trust- 
worthy men.  I  have  inserted  in  the  estimates  for  salaries  in  the 
different  ranks  what  I  consider  fair  and  reasonable  on  all  sides, 
and  I  trust  it  will  so  appear  to  the  City  Council. 

At  all  events,  if  the  salaries  are  to  be  paid  in  "  city  scrip  " 
for  the  coming  year,  the  least  that  can  be  expected  is  that  a  suf- 
ficient margin  be  added  to  secure  our  men  against  the  discount 
which  they  all  are  compelled  to  make  in  disposing  of  it. 

Few  people,  unless  they  have  taken  pains  to  study  and  ex- 
amine the  life  of  a  policeman,  have  the  remotest  idea  of  what  is 
expected  of  him  or  the  hardships  and  dangers  he  has  to  undergo- 
Ii  we  consider  for  a  moment  a  policeman's  position,  we  shall 
find  his  duties  scarcely  less  numerous  than  the  stars.  Night 
and  day  (365  days  in  the  year  and  no  holidays  for  him)  he  is  ex- 
pected to  patrol  the  streets  and  be  found  at  his  post  of  duty, 
whether  in  rain,  hail  or  sunshine.  Not  only  is  he  expected  to 
care  for  the  lives  and  property  of  citizens  while  they  sleep,  but 
he  must  be  present  at  all  times  and  on  all  occasions.  He  must 
be  present  at  every  fire,  must  be  on  hand  to  preserve  the  peace 
at  large  gatherings,  political  meetings,  circuses,  base  ball  matches, 
entertainments,  horse  races,  and  such  like. 

He  is  expected  always  to  be  able  to  enlighten  you  in  regard 
to  persons  as  well  as  places,  of  the  arrival  and  departure  of  every 
train  on  each  of  the  score  of  different  railroads  entering  here; 
must  be  able  to  tell  you  of  every  street,  alley,  hotel,  church  and 
business  block  in  the  city.  He  must  be  an  escort  for  every  pro- 
cession, for  the  lost  child,  the  sick,  injured  or  disabled,  and  must 
also  be  on  hand  to  protect  , the  innocent  Granger  from  the  opera- 
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tions  of  the  sly  confidence  man  who  is  sure  to  be  found  in  every 
metropolis.  He  must  report  accidents,  fires,  broken  and  unlighted 
gas  lamps,  defective  sidewalks,  culverts,  etc.,  look  after  viola- 
tions of  the  building  and  health  ordinances;  so  numerous  in 
short  are  his  duties  that  it  would  seem  difficult  for  him  to  remem- 
ber them.  People  generally  expect  more  from  a  policeman  than 
they  reasonably  should,  and  they  are  not  aware  of  the  extra 
burdens  in  this  direction  that  are  placed  on  the  force,  and  most 
of  which  extra  duties  are  in  excess  of  the  regular  police  duties. 
There  is  no  other  department  of  the  city  government  of  which 
so  much  is  expected,  and  none  for  which  generally  so  little  is 
done.  Neither  is  there  any  department  where  the  conduct  of 
employes  is  so  much  scrutinized,  for  upon  the  slightest  mistake 
made  by  one  of  them  the  whole  police  force  is  more  or  less  sub- 
jected to  censure.  In  fact,  viewing  the  matter  from  an  impartial 
standpoint,  and  in  as  much  as  our  force  are  required  always  to 
purchase  ex-pensive  uniform  clothing,  it  would  seem  but  just  that 
poHcemen  be  paid  fair  and  reasonable  salaries,  proportionate 
with  the  responsibilities  of  their  calling  and  the  numerous  duties 
expected  of  them. 

It  was  customary  in  former  years  for  either  the  city  or  the 
Relief  Aid  Society,  sometimes  both,  at  the  approach  of  every 
winter,  to  open  free  lodging  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  city, 
for  the  relief  of  homeless  and  destitute  persons,  but,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  free  lodging  and  soup  house,  opened  and  generously 
maintained  by  Alderman  Julius  Jonas,  in  the  North  Division,  at 
his  personal  expense,  no  such  place  has  been  open  in  the  city 
during  the  last  year.  A  large  increase  in  the  number  of  appli- 
cants for  shelter  at  the  police  stations  might  reasonably  be 
expected  on  this  account,  but  it  is  worthy  of  notice  that  the 
number  is  but  little  in  excess  of  that  of  former  years.  It  is 
gratifying,  also,  to  notice  that  the  number  of  tramps  among  such 
applicants  is  evidently  decreasing,  and  the  army  of  professional 


wanderers  of  a  year  or  two  ago  have  either  disappeared  and 
gone  to  work,  or  given  us  a  wide  berth.  Of  those  who  now 
apply  for  lodging,  the  great  majority  are  strangers,  who  come 
here  from  other  cities  in  search  of  employment,  and  they  are  in 
most  cases  evidently  anxious  to  obtain  it.  It  is  safe  to  say,  how- 
ever, that  many  of  those  who  go  from  place  to  place,  in  this 
way,  may  property  be  designated  as  tramps  and  vagrants,  and 
are  such.  The  Vagrancy  law  of  this  State  is  so  notoriously  defi- 
cient and  inoperative,  as  compared  with  Vagrancy  laws  adopted 
elsewhere,  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  obtain  a  conviction 
under  it,  except  possibly  in  case  of  a  thief,  who  happens  to  be 
well  known  to  the  poHce,  and  even  then  only  by  a  jury  trial.  I 
would  strongly  urge  that  the  State  Legislature  be  solicited  to 
properly  amend  the  law  in  this  respect,  at  its  next  session,  so  as 
to  make  it  of  some  practical  use.  There  are  other  laws  and 
ordinances  which  should  be  adopted,  and  some  of  those  already 
adopted  need  revising,  that  they  may  become  of  some  practica 
value^  or  benefit,  to  the  community,  who  cannot  now  see  why 
they  are  not  more  rigidly  enforced.  In  this  connection,  especially, 
may  be  mentioned  the  law  regarding  gaming-houses  and  the 
suppression  of  gambling.  I  would  also  particularly  call  atten- 
tion to  the  ordinance  in  regard  to  carrying  concealed  weapons. 
The  practice  of  carrying  concealed  weapons,  especially  fire- 
arms, not  only  by  adults,  but  by  minors  and  boys,  has  become 
so  prevalent  of  late  that  something  must  be  done  to  suppress  it. 
In  some  instances,  the  carrying  of  a  pistol  by  a  respectable  citi- 
zen may  be  regarded  as  justifiable  and  necessary,  as  in  the  case 
of  persons  whose  legitimate  business  is  such  as  to  bring  them 
from  home  at  a  late  hour  of  the  night,  or  who  sometimes  have 
the  custody  of  large  amounts  of  funds ;  but  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  it  is  a  needless  and  dangerous  practice,  arising  some- 
times from  cowardice,  but  more  frequently  from  self-overestima- 
tion  and  snobbishness;  for  the  average  young  man  of  the  pres- 
ent time  will  not  regard  his  outfit  complete  until  his  "  pistol- 
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pocket is  adorned  with  an  'improved  s evens Jiooter.''^  This 
custom  is  extremely  dangerous,  not  only  to  the  communit}',  but 
also  to  the  persons  carrying  such  weapons,  for  numerous  in- 
stances might  be  cited  where  parties  have  brought  themselves 
into  serious  difficulty,  simply  on  account  of  having  fire-arms,  or 
other  dangerous  weapons,  on  their  persons.  The  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Common  Council,  August  17th,  1871,  is  ver}^  indi- 
rect and  ambiguous  in  its  requirements,  so  much  so,  that  it  is 
difficult  to  legally  confiscate  weapons  in  accordance  with  its  pro- 
visions, even  when  found  with  thieves  or  dangerous  characters, 
after  their  arrest,  and  the  police  have  no  authority  to  search,  be- 
forehand, any  person  suspected  of  carrying  such  weapons.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  reconstructed,  and,  if  it 
appears  practicable,  strike  out  entirely  Sections  4,  5,  6,  and  7 
thereof:  providing  also  a  heavy  penalty  for  carrying  such  weap- 
ons, say  without  a  written  permit  from  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 
The  State  Legislature,  also,  might  take  action  in  this  matter, 
with  much  benefit  to  the  community. 

Four  deaths  occurred  in  the  patrol  force  during  the  year. 
Officer  Dominick  S.  Barboro,  of  the  Second  Precinct,  died  of 
consumption  on  the  20th  of  February  last,  after  an  illness  of 
about  three  months.  He  was  a  member  of  the  police  force  since 
the  15th  of  April,  1872,  and  proved  himself  a  faithful  and  effi- 
cient officer  while  in  the  service. 

On  the  evening  of  the  4th  of  October,  1878,  Officer  Albert 
Race,  of  the  First  Precinct,  was  shot  and  instantly  killed,  while 
in  the  faithful  performance  of  duty,  in  front  of  No.  494  State 
street,  ostensibly  a  pawnshop,  but  in  reaHty  a  "  fence  "  for  the 
reception  of  stolen  property,  kept  by  one  Lesser  Friedburg 
Officer  Race  was  patrolling  his  post  in  that  vicinity,  and  when 
passing  by  there,  about  9.45  o'clock  P.  M.,  he  observed  a  horse 
and  wagon  standing  in  front  of  the  pavvnshop,  ^dth  a  large 
quantity  of  goods  stowed  in  the  wagon.    The  officer,  naturally 
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suspecting  that  the  goods  were  stolen,  waited  until  a  man 
emerged  from  the  pawnshop  and  took  possession  of  the  vehicle- 
There  appeared  to  be  two  men  in  the  wagon,  and  he  proceeded 
to  question  them  regarding  their  business,  and  the  property  in 
their  possession,  when,  without  a  moment's  warning,  one  of  the 
thieves  drew  a  pistol,  pointed  it  at  the  officer's  head,  and  dis- 
charged it,  kilKng  him  almost  instantly.  The  assassin  then 
jumped  from  the  wagon  and  ran  off,  the  other  man  endeavored 
to  drive  the  horse  and  wagon  rapidly  away,  but  not  succeeding^ 
he  also  jumped  from  the  wagon  and  ran  off,  and  both  escaped, 
arrest  for  the  time  being.  The  horse,  wagon,  and  contents  were 
taken  to  the  Harrison  Street  Station,  and  it  was  subsequently 
ascertained  that  the  property  in  the  wagon,  which  the  thieves- 
were  about  to  dispose  of,  consisted  of  a  large  quantity  of  silks, 
which  had  been  stolen  by  burglary  from  the  store  of  E.  S.  Jaffer}^ 
&  Co.,  No.  1 20  Fifth  avenue,  about  an  hour  previous,  and  all  of 
the  propert}'  stolen  not  contained  in  the  wagon  was  afterwards 
found  secreted  in  Friedberg's  pawnshop.  Those  are  briefly  the 
facts  relating  to  one  of  the  most  cruel  murders  ever  committed  in 
this  city,  where  a  diligent,  faithful,  and  efficient  police  officer  lost 
his  life  while  at  his  post  of  duty.  The  parties  implicated  in  the 
murder  and  burglary  were  subsequently  arrested,  through  the 
exertions  of  our  detective  force,  after  a  long  and  tedious  search^ 
and  are  now  confined  in  the  County  Jail,  awaiting,  it  is  hoped^ 
their  just  deserts.  Officer  Race  was  a  member  of  the  police 
force  since  the  loth  day  of  June,  1875,  and  was  highly 
esteemed  by  all  who  knew  him. 

On  the  23d  da}^  of  October,  Patrolman  Bartholomew  Hoff- 
man, of  the  Second  Precinct,  died  of  consumption,  at  his  resi- 
dence, No.  578  West  Polk  street.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  force  since  the  i6th  day  of  May,  1869,  and  was  appointed 
Pound-Keeper  of  the  West  Division  in  September,  1873,  which 
position  he  had  satisfactorily  filled  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
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Patrolman  James  Keon,  ot  the  First  Precinct,  died  at  his  resi- 
ence,  No.  124  Fourteenth  street,  on  the  ist  day  of  December, 
from  theeftects  of  injuries  received  by  accidentally  falling  into  an 
excavation  in  the  rear  of  No.  176  Clark  street,  on  the  morning 
of  the  20th  of  November  last.  He  was  on  duty  in  that  vicinity, 
and,  having  special  instructions  on  this  occasion,  the  nature  of 
which  brought  him  into  the  alle}^  in  rear  of  the  block,  and  in  the 
darkness  he  fell  and  received  internal  injuries  which  resulted 
fatally.  He  was  connected  with  the  force  since  March,  1878,  and 
was  part  of  the  time  employed  as  special  policeman  by  the 
American  District  Telegraph  Company,  in  one  of  their  offices. 
He,  also,  was  a  good,  efficient,  and  trustworthy  officer,  and  com- 
manded the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him. 

The  number  of  arrests  made  by  the  police  force  during  the 
year  is  27,208 — averaging  67  arrests  for  each  patrolman.  I  will 
state  here  that  the  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  three 
months  ending  September  30  last  (9,330)  was  the  largest  ever 
made  in  this  city  in  a  corresponding  period  of  any  previous  year, 
and  the  percentage  of  stolen  property  recovered  was  correspond- 
ingly large.  The  value  of  property  reported  stolen  during  the 
past  year  is  $156,169.62.  The  value  of  stolen  property  recov- 
ered and  returned  to  owners  thereof  is  $115,833.38,  and  the 
value  of  lost  property  recovered  is  $45,310.40.  The  number  of 
arrests  on  charge  of  burglary  is  574;  larceny,  2,501;  vagrancy, 
.3,771;  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  fines  imposed  is  $230,720. 
There  is  a  decrease  of  810  in  the  number  of  arrests  for  drunk- 
enness, as  compared  with  the  number  in  1877,  and  a  decrease  of 
302  from  the  number  in  1876.  It  is  noticeable  also  that,  of  the 
entire  number  of  arrests  made,  more  than  one-fifth  are  of  per- 
sons between  ten  and  twenty  years  of  age.  Many  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  Detective  Department  since  I  assumed 
control  of  the  Police  force,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that,  as 
now  organized,  it  would  be  difficult  to  improve  or  add  to  the 
.efficiency  of  that  branch  of  the  service,  except  by  the  necessary 
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increase  of  a  few  men,  as  referred  to  elsewhere.  The  Detective 
force  is  commanded  by  Lieutenant  WiUiam  J.  McGarigle,  and  to 
•  him  may  be  credited,  to  a  great  extent,  the  good  resuhs  effected. 
With  the  small  addition  recommended  for  that  department,  we 
would  have  a  Detective  force  which,  in  point  of  etliciency  and 
usefulness,  would  scarcely  be  excelled  in  any  city  in  the  country. 

Our  police  stations,  with  few  exceptions,  are  in  good  con- 
dition, and  aside  from  usual  calcimining,  etc.,  will  need  but 
slight  repairs  for  the  coming  year.  I  have  inserted  in  the  esti- 
mates an  item  of  $7,000,  which  will  cover  the  expense  of  ordi- 
nary repairs,  besides  providing  for  an  addition  necessary  to  be 
built  to  the  West  Chicago  avenue  station.  That  station  is  now 
the  principal  one  of  the  Third  Precinct,  and  in  its  present  con- 
dition is  incapable  of  affording  necessary  accommodation.  It  is 
proposed  to  build  an  addition  to  the  building  on  the  remaining 
eleven  feet  of  ground  extending  to  the  east  line  of  the  lot,  two 
stories  high  and  thirty-two  feet  deep.  This  would  give  ample 
room  for  offices  for  Captain  and  Lieutenants,  besides  sufficiently 
increasing  the  sleeping  apartments  and  sittiing  room.  The 
expense  of  this  improvement  w^ould  not  exceed  $1,000. 

Included  also  in  the  item  for  repairs  of  stations  are  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  repairing  floors  and  corridors  and  building  a  new 
stone  sidewalk  at  Harrison  street  station,  new  flooring,  joists 
and  cells  for  Rawson  street  station,  a  cement  floor  for  the  Fourth 
Precinct  (Chicago  avenue)  station,  joists,  flooring,  and  cells  for 
Webster  avenue  station,  and  a  cement  floor  for  Larrabee  street 
station,  all  of  which  improvements  may  be  regarded  as  indispen- 
sible.  I  will  state,  in  this  connection,  that  the  repairs  of  stations 
is  conducted  economically  and  always  with  considerable  saving 
to  the  city  under  the  personal  supervision  of  Deputy  Superinten- 
dent Joseph  H.  Dixon.  Whenever  repairs  of  any  nature  (plumb- 
ing, gas  fitting,  painting,  calcimining,  or  carpenter  work)  are 
necessary  at  any  of  the  stations  the  work  is  done  b}^  detailing: 
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men  trom  the  force  for  that  purpose,  so  that  the  only  expense 
incurred  in  this  direction  is  what  is  necessary  to  purchase  the 
material  required  to  do  the  work.    The  amount  of  work  done 
at  the  different  stations  during  the  last  year,  if  performed  in  any 
other  way,  would  have  cost  three  times  the  entire  amount  appro- 
priated by  the  Council  for  the  repairs  of  stations.    The  neces- 
sity of  providing  new  stations  in  place  of  some  of  those  now 
occupied  by  the  department  is  admitted,  and  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  from  personal  observation,  know  where  the 
wants  of  the  department  in  this  respect  are  most  pressing. 
Although  I  have  not  included  in  the  estimates  necessary  sums 
for  building  any  new  stations,  the  fact  is,  we  need  four,  and 
should  have  them.   The  West  Madison  street,  Deering  street, 
Webster  avenue,  and  Rawson  street  stations  are  all  insufficient 
in  accommodation,  and  some  of  them  never  having  been  built  or 
constructed  for  police  purposes  are  naturally  unfit  for  use  as 
such.    The  West  Madison  street  station,  particularly,  is  inade- 
quate for  the  accommodation  of  the  number  of  men  stationed 
there,  the  holding  of  court,  and  the  confinement  of  prisoners. 
No  alteration  or  remodeling  of  the  building  in  its  present  capa- 
city will  afford  sufficient  room  for  the  business  transacted  there, 
so  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  money  expended  in  that  direction 
would  be  almost  wasted.  There  should  be  a  new  station  erected 
for  that  district  of  at  least  double  the  size  of  the  old  building^ 
and  as  the  dimensions  of  the  lot  upon  which  the  building  now 
stands  will  not  admit  of  this,  a  suitable  site  for  a  police  station 
in  that  part  of  the  city  must*  soon  be  procured. 

There  is  now  in  possession  of  the  department  a  quantity  of 
arms  purchased  by  the  Citizens'  Association  of  Chicago,  to-wit  : 
four  twelve-pound  and  two  six-pound  guns,  with  caissons,  har- 
ness, and  limbers  complete;  one  ten  barrel  Gatling  gun,  with 
gun  carriage  and  equipments  complete ;  296  Springfield  breech- 
loading  rifles  and  60,000  rounds  of  ammunition.  Those  arms, 
equipments,  and  ammunition  are  held  by  the  Police  Department, 
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and  have  been  properly  receipted  for,  with  the  understanding 
that  they  are  to  be  returned  to  said  Association  upon  demand  of 
their  Exec^utive  Committee.  We  have  also  in  our  possession, 
besides,  a  quantity  of  muzzle-loading  guns,  102  Springfield 
rifles,  the  property  of  the  Police  Department.  Those  w^ere  pur- 
chased in  Jufie  last  with  money  subscribed  by  prominent  citizens 
and  business  men  for  that  purpose,  and  are  now  distributed 
amon<j  the  different  stations. 

As  a  part  of  the  discipline  of  the  force  the  uniformed  mem- 
bers thereof  are  required  to  attend  drill  duty  in  their  respective 
precincts  and  receive  instructions  in  company  movements  once 
each  week  during  the  summer  months.  Consequently  a  praise- 
worthy degree  of  efficiency  has  been  attained,  and  the  appear- 
ance of  details  of  platoons  of  men  at  processions  or  on  public 
occasions  is  highly  creditable  and  such  as  to  elicit  the  praise  of 
citizens.  The  department  is  fortunate  in  possessing  in  Detec- 
tive Leander  Bauder  a  competent  and  skillful  drill  master. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  accompanying  sta- 
tistical statements  show^ing  the  main  duties  performed  by  the 
police  force  during  the  year.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
generous  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  force  since  I  assumed  control  of  the  department.  I 
have  almost  without  exception  found  them  zealous  and  cheerful 
in  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  under  all  circum- 
stances, and  anxious  to  do  well. 

The  fact  that  scarcely  a  single  instance  can  be  recalled  where 
the  perpetrators  of  any  important  crime,  burglary,  or  robbery 
have  escaped  arrest,  and  that  the  County  Jail  is  almost  filled 
with  criminals  arrested  by  the  police  and  awaiting  trial  is  the 
best  evidence  of  the  efficiency  of  the  force.  The  Deputy 
Superintendent,  Chief  of  Detectives,  and  Captains  and  Lieuten- 
ants of  Police  have  rendered  me  all  assistance  in  their  power  in 
the  prevention  of  crime  and  the  arrest  of  criminals. 
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With  grateful  thanks  also  for  the  kind  consideration  and 
generous  treatment  always  extended  to  me  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  the  Committee  on  Police,  and  all  the  members  of  the 
City  Council^

The  expenses  for  the  year  have  been  over  seventy  thousand 
dollars  less  than  for  any  one  of  the  six  years  next  precednig  it, 
and  nearly  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars  (more  than 
thirty-five  per  cent,)  less  than  the  most  extravagant  year's 
expenditure  of  that  period. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  demonstrated  by  the  experience  of 
our  revenue  officers  that  not  more  than  eighty-five  per  cent,  of 
the  entire  tax  levy  is  ordinarily  collected,  it  is  well  understood, 
that  after  the  passage  last  March  of  the  ordinance  of  appropria- 
tion, amounting  in  the  aggregate  for  this  department  to 
$520,08<).02,  it  became  necessary  to  reduce  the  force  and  conduct 
the  department  upon  such  a  scale  as  to  keep  the  year  s  expenses 
below  $442,073.12,  or  within  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  the  appro- 
priation.

Although  the  expenses  for  some  of  the  purposes  in  the 
appropriation  have  fully  equalled  or  exceeded  the  amount  which 
by  the  reduction  was  apportioned  to  the  particular  purpose,  the 
expenses  in  the  aggregate  have  been  $12,464.17  less  than 
eighty-five  per  cent,  of  our  appropriation.  This  is  no  greater 
margin  in  an  expenditure  of  half  a  million  dollars,  than  should 
be  allowed  for  contingencies  which  cannot  be  specifically  provided 
for  in  advance;  and  with  due  allowance  for  the  fifteen  per  cent, 
shrinkage  in  the  tax  collection,  if  the  force  is  to  remain  as  at 
present,  and  no  new  or  extraordinary  expense  be  contemplated, 
a  reasonable  judgment  would  not  fairly  fix  the  next  appropria- 
tion at  a  smaller  amount  than  the  last.

JOHN  HUEBNER. 

The  first  was  that  of  patrolman  John  Huebner,  who 
died  at  his  residence,  No.  565  North  PauHna  street,  on  the 
4th  day  of  February,  1882,  from  the  effects  of  a  gun-shot 
wound  received  twenty-four  hours  previous,  while  attempt- 
ing to  arrest  two  burglars,  near  the  corner  of  Holt  and 
Bradley  streets.  The  sad  circumstances  of  the  murder 
of  officer  Huebner  were,  briefly,  as  follows : 

About  3  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  February  3d, 
burglars  had  attempted  to  enter  the  house  of  one  John 
Henning,  at  No.  5  Bauman  street;  the  noise  attracted  the 
attention  of  Mrs.  Henning,  who  immediately  gave  the 
alarm  to  her  husband  and  other  members  of  the  family. 
Several  shots  were  here  exchanged  between  the  burglars 
and  Mr.  Henning,  and 'officers  Foley  and  Kearns,who  were 
on  duty  in  the  neighborhood,  hearing  the  reports  hastened 
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in  the  direction  of  the  shooting.  They  came  in  sight  of  the 
burglars  on  Ashland  avenue  and  attempted  their  capture, 
but  the  burglars  dodged  into  an  alley  and  ran  sovithward, 
the  officers  firing  after  the  fugitives  as  often  as  possible. 
At  this  time  officer  Huebner  was  on  Bradle}^  street  close 
by,  and  hearing  the  shots  on  Holt  street  ran  in  that  di- 
rection, to  head  off  the  pursued  burglars.  Just  as  he  had 
reached  Holt  street  he  intercepted  the  fleeing  burglars, 
and  catching  one  of  them,  the  other  flred  several  shots  at 
the  officer  in  rapid  succession,  all  of  which  took  eflect, 
and  the  burglars  escaped. 

Officer  Huebner  was  carried  to  his  home  and  died  next 
morning.  He  was  42  years  of  age,  had  served  on  the 
police  force  since  February  5th,  1872,  and  always  per- 
formed his  duty  faithfully.  He  left  a  wife  and  eight 
small  children,  who  were  provided  for  by  the  Police  Be- 
nevolent Fund,  to  which  he  belonged. 

The  murderer  of  officer  Huebner  was  subsequentl}^  ar- 
rested, tried  and  convicted,  and  hung  for  the  crime,  at 
Cook  Count}^  jail,  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  last. 


VALENTINE  BITTEL. 

Patrolman  Valentine  Bittel,  of  the  Day  Squad,  died  at 
his  residence.  No.  719  Holt  avenue,  on  the  24th  day  of 
February,  1882,  of  dropsy.  He  left  a  wife  and  eight 
children.  Officer  Bittel  had  been  in  the  service  since 
September,  1874,  and  alwa3's  performed  his  duty  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  his  superiors  in  rank.  Having  been 
a  member  of  the  Police  Benevolent  Association,  the  usual 
benefits  were  extended  to  his  family  from  that  Fund. 
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WILLIAM  LOBBEKE. 

Patrolman  William  Lobbeke,  of  the  Fourth  Precinct, 
died  at  his  residence,  No.  i8i  Dayton  street,  on  the  9th 
day  of  Ma}',  1882,  after  an  illness  of  more  than  two 
months  duration.  He  had  served  on  the  police  force  since 
December,  1870,  and  during  that  time  gave  general  satis- 
faction in  the  performance  of  duty. 


PATRICK  O'LEARY. 

Patrolman  Patrick  O'Leary,  of  the  Second  Precinct, 
died  at  his  residence,  No.  615  South  Union  street,  on  the 
nth  day  of  May,  1882.  He  left  a  wife  and  seven  chil- 
dren in  fair  circumstances.  He  had  been  in  the  service 
for  over  thirteen  years,  and  always  proved  himself  a  faith- 
ful and  efficient  police  officer. 


EDMUND  WALSH. 

Patrolman  Edmund  Walsh,  of  the  First  Precinct,  died 
at  his  residence,  No.  24  Charles  Place,  of  inflammation  of 
the  bowels,  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1882,  after  two 
months  illness.  He  was  35  years  of  age,  and  left  a  wife 
and  four  small  children.  He  had  been  in  the  service  since 
July,  1873,  since  which  time  he  has  been  a  member  in 
good  standing  and  an  efficient  officer. 

MATHEW  TWOHEY. 

Patrolman  Math'ew  Twohey,  of  the  Second  Precinct, 
died  at  his  residence,  No.  238  West  Taylor  Street,  of 
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consumption,  on  the  23d  day  of  June,  1882.  He  had 
been  sinking  rapidly  for  three  months  previous,  but  at- 
tended to  duty  up  to  the  last  hour.  He  was  36  years  old 
and  had  been  in  the  service  about  seven  years.  He  left 
a  wife  and  two  children  in  moderate  circumstances.  Offi- 
cer Twohey  was  an  industrious  and  faithful  man,  and  did 
good  service  in  the  district  where  he  was  assigned. 


PATRICK  H.  HUSSEY. 

Desk  Sergeant  Patrick  H.  Hussey,  of  the  Fourth  Pre- 
cinct, died  at  his  residence.  No.  761  Dudley  street,  on  the 
morning  of  July  2d,  1882,  of  consumption,  after  a  linger- 
ing illness  of  six  months  duration.  He  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  police  force  since  February,  1872,  and  always 
performed  duty  in  a  creditable  manner.  He  belonged 
to  the  Police  and  Firemen's  Relief  Fund  and  the  Police- 
men's Benevolent  Association,  and  his  family,  who  were 
left  in  moderate  circumstances,  received  the  usual  relief 
from  both  these  funds. 


HENRY  O'NEIL. 

Patrolmen  Henry  O'Neil,  of  the  Day  Squad,  died  at 
his  residence.  No.  201  De  Koven  street,  on  the  ist  day  of 
October,  1882,  after  ten  da3^s  illness.  He  was  35  years 
old  and  was  appointed  in  the  service  in  August,  1870.  He 
left  a  wife  and  five  small  children  in  moderate  circum- 
stances. He  was  a  member  of  the  Police  Benevolent 
Association  and  of  the  Police  and  Firemen's  Relief  Fund, 
both  of  which  made  the  usual  provision  for  the  relief  of 
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the  family.  Officer  O'Neil  was  a  competent  and  trust- 
worthy man,  and  always  performed  his  duty  with  credit 
to  himself  and  the  department. 


PATRICK  McGRATH. 

Patrolman  Patrick  McGrath,  of  the  Third  Precinct, 
died  at  his  home,  No.  3  Owasco  street,  of  typhoid  fever, 
on  the  2 1  St  day  of  October,  1882,  after  an  illness  lasting 
about  six  weeks.  He  was  40  years  of  age,  and  left  a 
wife  and  three  children.  He  entered  the  service  on  the 
15th  day  of  November,  1881,  and  although  being  scared}' 
a  3^ear  connected  with  the  force,  he  had  shown  sufficient 
indication  of  being  a  man  well  adapted  for  his  business. 


CLARENCE  E.  WRIGHT. 

The  last,  but  the  most  sudden  and  cruel  death  to  record 
for  the  year,  was  that  of  patrolman  Clarence  E.  Wright, 
who  w^as  shot  and  instantly  killed,  by  the  negro  William 
Allen,  alias  Joe  Dehlmer,  at  No.  37  West  Washington 
street,  on  the  evening  of  November  29th. 

The  circumstances  of  the  shooting  of  Officer  Wright, 
as  well  as  the  exciting  search  for,  and  final  capture  of  his 
murderer  are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  people  of 
Chicago.  Allen  had  been  employed  by  the  Pullman 
Palace  Car  Company,  as  a  waiter,  and  upon  being  dis- 
charged by  that  company  on  the  morning  of  November 
29th,  he  had  made  a  murderous  attack,  at  the  Northwestern 
Railway  depot,  on  a  fellow  waiter,  whom  he  supposed  was 
instrumental  in  procuring  his  discharge,  and  then  escaped. 
Detectives  were  detailed  to  find  and  arrest  him,  and  by 
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7  o'clock  p.  m.  they  had  traced  him  to  the  house  men- 
tioned, on  West  Washington  street.  Knowing  of  Allen's 
dangerous  character,  the  detectives  called  at  Desplaines 
Street  Station,  close  by,  for  assistance  to  secure  his  arrest, 
and  officer  Wright,  with  two  other  men,  were  sent  to  the 
house  mentioned.  They  went  to  the  upper  floor,  and  after 
ascertaining  w'hich  room  Allen  was  in,  officer  Wright 
knocked  at  the  door,  the  other  officers  standing  just  back 
of  him.  A  woman  came  to  the  door  and  denied  that 
Allen  was  there.  The  officers  knowing  the  contrary,  as- 
serted that  he  was  in,  and  that  they  came  there  to  arrest 
him.  At  this  time,  the  door  being  suddenly  swung  open 
from  the  inside,  Allen  appeared,  and  commenced  shootings 
and  officer  Wright  fell  dead  with  a  bullet  in  his  right 
temple.  Allen  then  jumping  over  the  officer's  dead  body, 
ran  down  stairs,  exchanging  several  shots  with  the  party 
present,  and  escaped  in  the  darkness.  A  thorough  and 
vigilant  search  for  the  murderer  through  all  parts  of  the 
city  was  then  commenced,  yet  he  succeeded  in  evading 
capture  for  several  days,  when  he  was  finally  run  down 
and  shot  dead,  in  rear  of  No.  182  West  Kinzie  street;  not, 
however,  until  he  had  shot  and  dangerously  wounded  an- 
other policeman,  Patrick  N.  Mulvehill,  who  had  at- 
tempted his  capture  alone,  an  hour  previous. 

Officer  Wright  had  been  on  the  force  only  six  months. 
He  was  28  years  old,  single,  and  lived  with  his  parents  at 
No.  3835  Indiana  avenue.  He  was  a  brave  and  trust- 
worthy man,  and  had  already  become  popular  and  en- 
deared among  his  associates  in  the  department.

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The  estimates  submitted  to  the  Comptroller  are  based 
upon  the  idea  that  the  increased  revenue  to  be  derived 
from  Saloon  and  Dram-Shop  Licenses  will  be  more  than 
sufficient  to  provide  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain 
the  Department.  So  far  as  machinery  is  concerned  the 
equipment  of  the  Department  is  almost  complete,  the 
only  estimate  for  extension  of  the  Telephone  system  be- 
ing an  item  of  fifty  additional  Street- Alarm  boxes  to  be 
placed  in  remote  sections  of  the  city,  where  the  lines 
have  not  yet  been  extended. 

No  additional  men  will  be  needed  for  this  service  ex- 
cept where  new  stations  hereafter  may  be  built.  No  citi- 
zen can  call  upon  this  branch  of  the  Department  without 
a  ready  response;  thirty  per  cent  of  last  year's  arrests 
were  made  by  this  branch  of  the  service. 

In  regard  to  the  estimates  for  day-squad  men  I  have 
only  to  say,  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  employ  the  num- 
ber mentioned  for  this  branch  of  the  service,  whether  the 
force  be  increased  or  not.  The  expansion  of  the 
commercial  district  and  the  immense  throngs  of  people 
crowding  through  the  business  center  in  the  day  time, 
renders  absolutely  necessary  the  detail  of  one  hundred 
day-squad  men. 

These  men  are  stationed  at  street-crossings,  bridges, 
tunnels,  markets,  railroad  depots  and  public  buildings, 
a  few  being  detailed  during  the  day  time  to  travel  the 
busy  thoroughfares,  and  enforce  the  ordinances  relative 
to  street  and  side-walk  obstructions  in  the  territory 
bounded  north  and  west  by  the  river,  east  by  the  lake, 
and  south  by  Van  Buren  street.  Four  years  ago  one 
half  the  number  of  men  would  perform  these  duties  with 
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less  difficulty  than  at  present,  the  duties  having  increased 
by  reason  of  the  enormous  growth  of  traffic  in  the  district 
mentioned. 

The  swinging  bridge  nuisance,  during  the  season  of 
navigation,  is  becoming  intolerable;  every  time  a  bridge 
opens,  during  business  hours,  there  is  a  blockade  of 
teams  on  the  main  and  cross  streets  for  a  half  mile  each 
side  of  the  river,  and  it  is  necessary  to  have  officers  at 
the  intersections  to  regulate  teams  and  save  the  lives  and 
limbs  of  pedestrians. 

In  regard  to  the  Detective  force,  I  will  simply  offer  the 
suggestion,  that  there  are  at  present  eight  hundred  and 
fifty  regular  passenger  and  freight  trains  coming  into  and 
departing  from  the  city  daily  on  the  twenty  regular  lines 
of  railroad  owning  their  own  tracks;  two  more  roads  have 
been  admitted  recently,  and  it  is  safe  to  predict,  that  be- 
fore the  end  of  1884,  the  number  of  such  trains  will  be 
one  thousand  daily. 

There  are  numerous  prisons  within  a  radius  of  one  hun- 
dred miles  of  this  city,  each  of  which  is  discharging  con- 
victs daily,  and  from  all  of  which  the  railroads  lead 
directly  to  Chicago.  A  competent  and  efficient  Detec- 
tive force  is  needed  to  locate  and  watch  the  movements 
of  these  professional  criminals,  the  facilities  for  reaching 
and  leaving  this  city  (by  land  and  water),  surpassing 
those  of  any  in  the  world. 

I  trust,  therefore,  that  you  will  agree  to  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  amounts  estimated  for  detective  and  secret 
service  are  very  moderate,  when  the  exigencies  of  the 
service  are  taken  into  consideration.    Permit  me  to  call 
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attention  to  a  few  facts,  showing  deficiency  in  the  reg- 
ular day  and  night  patrol  service,  which  can  only  be 
remedied  by  increasing  the  number  of  Patrolmen  and  de- 
creasing the  size  of  their  beats. 

The  300  men  employed  as  regular  Patrolmen  cannot 
work  night  and  day  without  rest  or  sleep;  they  are  there- 
fore divided  into  two  details,  three  fourths  (or  225)  being 
detailed  for  night  duty,  and  one  fourth  (or  75)  for  travel- 
ing during  the  day. 

In  order  to  distribute  the  night  work  fairly,  each  man 
travels  three  months  at  night  and  one  month  in  day  time, 
giving  him  only  three  months  of  day  duty  during  the  year. 
The  area  of  territory  embraced  in  the  city  limits  is  about 
the  same  as  that  of  New  York  City,  where  the  Police 
force  numbers  2,560  men.  The  inhabited  territory  of  Chi- 
cago which  needs  to  be  traveled  by  Patrolmen  is  about 
18,000  acres — divide  this  number  by  225  and  you  have 
one  night  Patrolman  for  each  80 acres;  divide  by  75  and 
you  have  one  day  Patrolman  for  each  240  acres. 

There  are  eighty  thousand  buildings  in  this  city — di- 
vide this  number  by  225  and  you  have  one  night  Patrol- 
man for  each  350  buildings;  again,  by  75,  and  you  have 
one  day  Patrolman  for  each  1,050  buildings. 

The  population  of  this  city,  may  reasonably  be  estimated 
at  675,000 — divide  by  225,  and  each  3,000  people  are 
guarded  at  night  by  one  Patrolnian;  each  9,000  by  one 
Patrolman  in  the  day  time.  This  is  "The  Convention 
City  of  the  United  States."  An  immense  transient  popu- 
lation is  daily  domiciled  within  its  limits;  this  population 
must  be  protected  to  a  great  extent  by  the  Day  Squad  and 
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Detective  Department.  When  you  consider,  that  the  aver- 
age beat  for  a  night  Patrolman  measures  one  half  by 
one  quarter  of  a  mile,  and  comprises  a  territory  such  as 
for  instance  is  bounded  by  Halsted  street,  Centre  avenue, 
Madison  and  Jackson  streets,  a  fair  idea  may  be  con- 
ceived of  the  responsibilities  of  one  night  Patrolman. 
Multiply  this  territory  by  the  figure  3,  and  you  have  the 
area  to  be  covered  by  the  day  Patrolman. 

The  increasing  annoyances  to  citizens  in  the  residence 
portion  of  the  city  by  hawkers,  peddlers  and  itinerant 
musicians,  and  the  violation  of  health,  building  and 
street  obstruction  ordinances,  require  a  larger  number 
of  day  Patrolmen.  The  number  estimated  for  is  175,  or 
one  fourth  of  700,  the  whole  number.  This  would  leave 
a  night  force  of  525,  which  would  still  leave  each  man  38 
acres  to  travel,  and  as  the  ordinary  blocks  or  squares  av- 
erage less  than  four  acres,  each  night  man  would  still 
have  ten  blocks  of  ground  to  cover.  The  day  Patrolman 
would  still  have  30  squares  to  travel.  The  number  of  build- 
ings in  this  city,  has  increased  over  one  hundred  per  cent 
within  the  past  ten  years.  The  population  of  the  city, 
has  doubled  during  the  same  time.  The  increase  in  the 
Police  force  in  that  time  has  been  only  eight  per  cent. 

With  reference  to  the  duties  performed  by  the  Police 
in  this  and  other  American  cities,  the  statistics  show 
the  following  :  New  York,  one  Policeman  to  each  490 
inhabitants  and  26  arrests  to  each  Policeman  annually; 
Philadelphia  has  one  Policeman  to  each  560  inhabitants 
and  29  arrests  to  each  Policeman  ;  St.  Louis  has  one  Po- 
liceman to  each  700  inhabitants  and  thirty  arrests  to  each 
Policeman;   Cincinnati  has  one  Policeman  to  each  670 
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inhabitants,  twenty-seven  arrests  to  each  PoHceman; 
Chicago  has  one  PoHceman  to  each  1,050  inhabitants 
and  the  average  number  of  arrests  for  each  man  last  year 
was  sixty.  These  statistics  do  not  show  that  Chicago  is 
worse  than  those  other  cities,  but  that  fewer  men  do 
the  work.  None  of  the  cities  above  named,  excepting 
New  York,  can  compare  with  this  as  a  commercial  city; 
none  needs  such  large  details  for  street  crossings,  and 
none  have  swinging  bridges  to  interrupt  commerce  and 
travel,  and  as  a  consequence  they  have  a  much  larger  pro- 
portion of  regular  traveling  Patrolmen.  The  estimate 
is  far  below  the  average,  and  is  made  upon  the  basis  of 
one  traveling  Patrolman  for  each  one  thousand  inhab- 
itants. The  estimated  advances  in  the  salary  list  aggre- 
gates five  per  cent  increase  over  the  amounts  paid  last 
year,  which  will  be  more  than  made  up  by  grading  into 
three  classes,  paying  those  who  were  members  of  the 
force  previous  to  last  year's  appointments  and  constituting 
the  first  grade,  $1,000  per  annum;  those  appointed  last 
year  constituting  the  second  grade,  $goo  per  annum  ;  the 
additional  men  asked  for  to  constitute  the  third  grade  and 
serve  eight  months  at  $62.50  per  month,  or  $500. 

I  know  that  many  object  to  a  graded  system,  but  to 
my  mind  the  arguments  in  favor  of  grading,  and  the  ex- 
perience of  older  cities  like  London  and  New  York, 
where  the  system  has  been  in  operation  many  years 
with  satisfactory  results,  are  conclusive  and  should  over- 
come the  objections  urged,  which  consist  mainly  in  the 
doctrine  that  men  should  be  paid  the  same  amount  of 
money  for  like  service;  on  that  principle  the  apprentice 
should  receive  the  same  wages  as  the  skilled  workman. 

Again  the  quality  most  necessary  to  success    in  a 
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police  officer  is  ambition,  tempered  with  sound  discretion ; 
how  shall  this  necessary  quality  be  stimulated  and  encour- 
aged? The  larger  your  force  the  smaller  will  be  the  pro- 
portion of  superior  positions.  There  should  be  an  in-  • 
centive  to  good  work  and  a  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
officer  that  good'  behavior  will  not  only  secure  him  a 
life  position,  but  also  bring  him  a  material  reward  in  the 
shape  of  salary  in  case  there  be  no  room  for  promotion. 
In  my  opinion  the  graded  system  will  be  an  economy  to 
the  city,  and  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service 
by  stimulating  ambition  on  the  part  of  those  in  the  low- 
er grades,  and  inciting  those  who  have  attained  the 
higher  grades  to  renewed  industry  in  order  to  retain  their 
positions.  Besides  this,  the  man  of  experience  is  worth 
more  than  a  new  man  in  the  business.  I  should  like  to  see 
only  such  men  apply  for  admission  to  the  force  as  have 
made  up  their  minds  to  make  police  business  the  avo- 
cation of  their  lives.  Those  who  apply  for  positions  sim- 
ply as  a  makeshift  to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  for  a 
time,  will  never  be  of  much  use  to  the  service.  I  believe 
the  recommendation  for  grading  into  classes  to  be  in  the 
line  of  civil  service  reform  and  hope  it  will  be  indorsed 
by  the  Council. 

New  stations  are  asked  for  in  the  southern  end  of  the 
present  Cottage  Grove  Avenue  District,  and  in  the  west 
end  of  the  Twelfth  Street  District. 

The  Cottage  Grove  Avenue  District  is  bounded  by 
Twenty-second  street  on  the  north,  by  the  town  of 
Hyde  Park  on  the  south,  by  Lake  Michigan  on  the  east, 
and  on  the  west  by  State  street.  The  station  was  located 
at  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Cottage  Grove  avenue  at  a 
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time  when  the  territory  south  of  Thirty-first  street  was 
practically  uninhabited.  Within  the  last  fifteen  years, 
however,  a  large  population  has  moved  into  the  territory 
between  Thirty-first  and  Thirty-ninth  streets.  Esti- 
mates were  submitted  in  1882  and  1883  for  a  station 
near  the  middle  of  this  territory,  but  were  stricken  out 
by  the  Committee  on  Finance  for  lack  of  funds.  The 
estimate  is  now  renewed.  The  other  station,  near  the 
intersection  of  Twelfth  street  and  Ashland  avenue,  I  con- 
sider an  actual  necessity.  The  present  Twelfth  Street 
District  comprises  all  the  territory  lying  between  Harri- 
son and  Sixteenth  streets,  bounded  east  by  the  river  and 
west  by  the  city  limits,  and  comprises  nearly  five  square 
miles. 

It  is  proposed  to  divide  the  territory  into  two  districts, 
the  dividing  line  to  be  Ashland  avenue.  The  proposed 
new  district  is  now  inhabited  by  a  large  and  daily  in- 
creasing population.  The  estimate  for  this  improvement 
should  stand  in  any  event. 

The  lot  asked  for  east  of  and  adjoining  the  West  Chicago 
Avenue  Station  can  now  be  secured,  and  should  be,  as 
it  will  be  needed  for  a  Northwest  Division  Police 
Court  in  the  near  future. 

The  territory  in  the  West  Division  of  the  city  lying 
north  of  Kinzie  street,  is  densely  populated  by  a  hetero- 
geneous people,  and  it  will  be  necessary,  in  a  year  or  two 
to  establish  a  police  court  in  so  convenient  a  location  as 
that  adjoining  the  West  Chicago  Avenue  Police  Station. 

The  establishment  of  a  court  at  that  point  would  be  a 
great  saving  of  time  to  the  officers  of  the  West  Chicago 
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Avenue,  West  North  Avenue  and  Rawson  Street  Sta- 
tions, and  would  also  be  a  great  convenience  to  citizens 
who  are  obliged  to  attend  as  witnesses  from  the  north- 
west section  of  the  city.  The  lot  in  question  is  the  only 
available  piece  of  property  in  the  neighborhood,  there 
being  already  a  station  and  barn  adjoining.  The  owner 
was  about  making  arrangements  to  improve  this  lot,  but 
upon  the  statement  that  it  would  be  needed  by  the  city 
he  agreed  to  take  the  market  price  (S150  per  foot  or 
13,300)  in  case  the  appropriation  was  made  before  the 
building  season  began.  This  lot  should  be  secured 
while  vacant;  otherwise  it  will  cost  a  large  amount  of 
money,  and  may  be  in  such  shape  that  it  cannot  be  had 
when  needed. 

Furnaces  are  asked  for  in  all  stations  having  cells  in 
basement,  except  the  Harrison  and  Desplaines  Street 
Stations,  which  are  heated  by  steam. 

The  additional  story  asked  for  at  West  Twelfth  Street 
Station  is  needed  for  additional  sleeping  room;  each  man 
should  have  a  bed  for  himself. 

In  making  estimates  for  miscellaneous  expenses,  I 
have  been  guided  by  the  experience  of  last  year;  a  slight 
allowance  being  made  for  increased  business. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1882,  the  City  Council,  at 
the  solicitation  of  some  charitable  ladies  of  the  city,  au- 
thorized the  appointment  of  matrons  for  the  principal 
police  stations  in  the  department,  and  such  matrons  are 
now  employed  at  Harrison  Street,  West  Twelfth  and 
Desplaines  Street  Stations.  I  take  pleasure  in  stating 
that  I  regard  the  system  as  an  improvement,  and  con- 
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sider  their  services  at  those  stations  productive  of  much 
good  in  caring  for  female  prisoners  while  incarcerated, 
and  in  providing  employment  for  those  inclined  to  re- 
form. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  statistical  por- 
tion of  this  report,  which  will  show  in  detail  the  principal 
duties  performed  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
arrests — 37,187 — is  the  largest  made  by  the  force  in  any 
year  of  its  existence,  the  increase  being  attributable  to 
the  increase  of  population  and  business  and  the  extension 
of  the  Police  Telegraph  Service  by  which  11,530,  or  31 
per  cent,  of  the  number  were  made.  So  many  requests 
are  received  from  other  cities  asking  for  explanation  and 
description  of  the  Police  Telegraph  Service  that  I  here- 
with reproduce  illustrations  of  the  same,  following  the 
Secretary's  report.    (See  pages  68,  69  and  70.) 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  tender  my  grate- 
ful acknowledgments  to  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the 
City  Council,  for  their  kind  and  courteous  assistance  in 
premoting  the  efficiency  of  this  department. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  heads  of  city  depart- 
ments, and  especially  the  Fire  Marshal  and  his  assistants, 
and  the  Superintendent  of  City  Telegraph,  for  their  valu- 
able co-operation  on  all  occasions. 

Finally,  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  force  for  the  zeal  and  good  judgment 
manifested  by  them  in  discharge  of  their  respective  duties 
during  the  year.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Police  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1884. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  department  during  the 
year,  as  shown  in  detail  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary, 
a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  appended,  was  $779,921.45. 

The  total  (estimated)  value  of  property  in  the  depart- 
ment is  $372,733.79,  being  $9,314.70  in  excess  of  the 
value  of  property  on  hand  at  date  of  last  report. 

The  estimated  expense  of  running  the  department 
during  the  year  1885,  including  proposed  increase  in 
the  present  force,  is  $998,066  85.

The  district  patrolled  by  the  force  at  this  station  is 
bounded  north  by  the  Chicago  river,  south  by  the  Union 
railroad  track — near  Sixteenth  street,  east  by  Lake 
Michigan,  and  west  by  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago 
river.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  tlie  honor  to  submit  herewii^i 
the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Police  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1886. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  dejjartment  during 
the  year,  as  shown  in  detail  by  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary, a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  appended,  was 
$1,192,769.56. 

The  total  estimated  value  of  property  in  the  depart- 
ment is  $496,370.00,  being  $65,408.00  in  excess  of  the 
value  of  property  on  hand  at  date  of  last  report. 

The  estimated  expense  of  running  the  department 
during  the  year  1887,  including  proposed  increase  in 
the  present  force,  is  $1,472,976.75.

The  year  1886  has  been  the  most  eventful  one  in  the 
history  of  this  department  and  will  ever  be  memorable 
on  account  of  the  riot  and  massacre  which  occurred 
on  the  corner  of  Desplaines  and  Eandolph  streets  in 
this  city  on  the  night  of  May  4th. 

By  the  explosion  of  a  dynamite  bomb  fiendishly 
thrown  into  the  ranks  of  the  force,  one  police  officer 
was  instantly  killed,  six  fatally  wounded  and  sixty 
others  more  or  less  seriously  injured,  many  of  them 
maimed  or  crippled  for  life,  making  a  total  of  sixty- 
seven  members  of  the  force  wounded  on  that  fatal 
night,  the  names  of  whom  will  appear  in  another  por- 
tion of  this  report. 

For  several  months  prior  to  May  1st.,  a  labor  agi- 
tation for  eight  hours  work  was  carried  on,  and  the 
cowardly  anarchists  siezed  upon  this  opportunity  to 
precipitate  an  outbreak  at  this  time,  foohshly  count- 
ing on  the  assistance  of  sensible  workingmen  in  ac- 
complishing their  evil  designs. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me,  in  this  report,  to  recount 
the  extensive  preparations  which  those  vicious  people 
had  made  and  planned  for  the  destruction  of  hfe  and 
property.  This  was  subsequently  proven  and  con- 
firmed by  the  large  quantity  of  bombs  and  destruc- 
tive material  found  by  the  police  on  searching  their 
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halls  and  secret  haunts,  and  also  on  the  trial  of  the 
leading  anarchists,  who  have  since  been  convicted  of 
murder. 

My  object  here  is  to  bear  testimony  to  the  fidelity, 
bravery  and  heroic  conduct  of  the  force  on  that  fatal 

night.  The  officers  and  patrolmen  present  at  the 
scene  of  disturbance  will  over  be  thankfully  remem- 
bered and  admired  for  the  undaunted  manner  in 
which  they  rallied  and  fought  under  the  most  dang- 
erous and  trying  circumstances,  and  although  out- 
numbered ten  fold  by  an  armed  and  dangerous  mob, 
they  soon  succeded  in  scattering  the  enemy  in  all 
directions  and  restoring  peace  and  order  in  the  city 

Not  only  on  that  occasion  but  on  many  others,  not- 
ably^atthe  McCormick  Keaper  factory,  on  May  3rd., 
and  other  parts  of  the  city  during  that  troublesome 
week  did  our  police  department  receive  and  merit 
by  their  conduct  the  approbation  of  the  press  and 
public  to  the  highest  extent. 

As  an  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services  so  rend- 
ered, contributions  of  money  commenced  to  pour  in 
from  citizens  from  far  and  near  for  the  relief  of  the 
families  of  the  killed  or  injured,  and  continued  to  ar- 
rive until  August  15tli.,  at  which  time  the  contribu- 
tions so  received  had  reached  the  sum  of  $70,361.43. 
A  detailed  statement  of  this  fund,  showing  receipts 

and  disbursements,  also  appears  in  another  part  of 
this  report.- 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  testify  to  the  efficiency 
of  all  branches  of  the  force,  and  particularly  the  Po- 
lice Telegraph  and  Signal  Service.     To  his  Honor 
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the  Mayor,  also,  and  members  of  the  City  Council,  I 
am  under  obhgations  for  valuable  aid  and  uniform 
courtesy  extended  during  the  year. 

The  following  tabular  statements  will  show  in  detail 
the  number  of  cases  prosecuted  in  the  Police  courts, 
duties  performed  by  the  Police  Telegraph  Service, 
amount  of  fines  imposed,  value  of  property  reported 
stolen,  value  of  stolen  property  recovered,  fugitives 
from  justice  apprehended,  charges,  nativities,  occupa- 
tions, etc.,  for  the  year,  all  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

PUBLIC  CONTEIBUTION  FUND. 


The  following  is  an  account  of  the  contributions  re- 
ceived from  citizens  for  the  relief  of  injured  police- 
men and  the  families  of  police  officers  killed  in  the 
May  riot.  The  total  amount  of  contributions  so  re- 
ceived was  $70,361,43.  Of  this  amount  $31,989.50 
went  to  the  Policemen's  Benevolent  Association,  by 
direction  of  the  contributors,  and  the  balance  $38,- 
371.93  was  distributed  among  the  victims  by  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  five  Captains  of  Police  and 
Chief  Clerk  Michael  Brennan,  (the  latter  having  been 
designated  as  treasurer  of  the  fund,)  which  committee 
I  had  appointed  to  make  such  distribution.  This 
committee  performed  its  work  faithfully  and  satisfac- 
torily and  they  were  materially  assisted  in  such 
undertaking  by  the  presence  and  advice  of  Dr.  F. 
Henrotin,  the  examining  physician,  who  kindly  fur- 
nished information  as  to  the  circumstances  and  extent 
of  injuries  of  the  different  claimants,  the  amounts  al- 
lowed having  been  graded  principally  on  that  basis, 
and  varying  as  the  statement  of  payments  will  show, 
from  fifty  to  two  thousand  dollars.

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Department  during 
the  year,  as  shown  in  detail  by  the  report  of  the  Secre- 
tary, a  copy  of  which  is  hereunto  appended,  was 
$1)475.135-32.  .  • 

The  total  estimated  value  of  property  in  the 
Department  is  $620,249.65. 

An  unusually  large  amount  of  material  improvement 
has  been  completed  or  undertaken  in  the  Department 
during  the  past  year,  exceeding  in  value  and  impor- 
tance the  improvements  made  in  an}^  previous  year  in 
its  history. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  POLICE. 


A  new  precinct  known  in  the  Department  as  the 
Sixth  Pohce  Precinct  has  been  estabHshed  in  the  South 
Division  of  the  City  with  headquarters  at  the  Fifth 
District  Station  on  Thirty-fifth  street  near  Stanton 
Avenue. 

It  comprises  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  Districts  formerly 
attached  to  the  First  Precinct,  and  the  Eighth  Dis- 
trict which  belono^ed  to  the  Second  Precinct. 

No  provision  having  been  made  by  the  City  Council 
for  an  additional  Police  Court  in  that  division  of  the 
City,  all  persons  arrested  by  the  officers  of  this  pre- 
cinct are  brought  before  the  Justices  of  the  Harrison 
street  Police  Court  for  trial. 

The  Twenty-first  Police  District  was  organized  and 
opened  for  business  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  and 
attached  to  the  Fourth  Precinct.  It  includes  section 
36  recently  annexed  to  this  City  from  the  town  of 
Jefferson,  and  some  contiguous  territory  formerly 
patrolled  by  the  police  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seven- 
teenth Districts.  Grounds  and  building  corner  Attrill 
street  and  Milwaukee  avenue  were  purchased  for  a 
Police  Station  for  this  District.  The  building,  which 
is  a  two-story  frame,  has  been  remodeled  to  suit  the 
requirements,  and  in  its  present  shape  will  be  adequate 
to  meet  all  demands  for  many  years  to  come. 

Large  and  commodious  Police  Stations  whose 
dimensions  and  cost  are  set  forth  in  the  Secretary's 
report  attached,  are  either  built  or  nearing  completion 
in  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Thirteenth  and  Twentieth 
Districts. 

The  Station  being  built  corner  of  Morgan  and  Max- 
well  streets   for  the  use  of   the    Seventh  District, 
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deserves  especial  mention.  It  is  a  large  and  imposing 
structure  designed  to  be  the  headquarters  of  the.  Sec- 
ond Precinct,  and  to  accommodate  the  Southwest 
Division  Police  Court,  which  at  present  occupies  very 
limited  quarters,  corner  of  Twelfth  and  Johnson 
streets.

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MEDALS. 


(Passed  November  9,  1885.) 

Whereas,  The  Hon.  Lambert  Tree  and  the  Hon. 
•Carter  H.  Harrison  have  generously  provided  for  a 
series  of  gold  medals  to  be  annually  awarded  to 
those  members  of  the  police  and  fire  departments  of 
the  city  v^ho  may  have  distinguished  themselves  dur- 
ing the  year  by  the  performance  of  the  greatest  act  of 
bravery  in  the  protection  of  life  and  property, 

Now^  therefore,  to  the  end  that  a  record  may 
be  preserved  by  the  respective  departments  of  the 
evidence  upon  which  such  awards  may  be  made, 

jBe  it  ordained  by  the  City  Coimcil  of  tJie  City  of 
Chicago^ 

Sec.  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent 
of  police  and  of  the  fire  marshal  respectively  to  cause 
a  record  to  be  kept  to  be  known  as  "  the  merit  roll," 
upon  which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  departments  who  shall  have 
performed  any  distinguished  act  of  bravery  in  the 
protection  of  life  and  property.  Such  record  shall 
specify  the  details  and  circumstances  of  such  acts, 
and  there  shall  also  be  given  the  names  of  witnesses, 
if  any,  and  all  facts  corroborating  the  circumstances 
of  the  report.  Such  record  shall  annually,  on  De- 
cember 31st  of  each  year,  beginning  December  31st, 
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1886,  be  laid  before  the  mayor,  comptroller  and  city 
treasurer,  ex-officio  the  trustees  of  the  fund  establish- 
ed, and  upon  the  awards  being  made,  the  members 
of  the  respective  departments  who  shall  be  awarded 
the  "  Tree  medal  and  the  "  Harrison  medal  shall 
be  notified  to  appear  before  the  trustees  to  receive 
the  medals  awarded  them. 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 


The  awarding  and  the  presentation  of  the  medal  to 
the  officer  deemed  most  worthy  takes  place  annually 
on  Decoration  Day. 

Patrolman  James  Brennan  of  the  Central  Detail 
♦       was  awarded  the  gold  medal  for  the  year  1886. 

Patrolman  Soloman  C.  Steele  of  the  same  com- 
mand was  similarly  honored  for  the  year  1887. 

The  special  acts  of  bravery  for  which  the  above- 
named  officers  were  decorated  were  alike  in  o^eneral 
features,  and  consisted  in  both  cases  in  seizing  and 
holding,  at  the  imminent  peril  oi  their  lives,  teams 
of  runaway  horses  attached  to  vehicles  containing 
woman  and  children. 

On  the  occasion  when  Officer  James  Brennan  dis- 
tinguished himself,  a  team  uncontrolled  by  the  driver 
were  rushing  furiously  along  West  Lake  street  tow- 
ards the  Chicago  river  while  the  bridge  was  swung  open 
for  vessels  to  pass.  With  a  remarkable  combination 
of  nerve,  courage  and  judgment,  the  officer  sprang  at 
the  maddened  animals^  bits  and  was  dragged  to  the 
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very  edge  of  the  draw,  when  by  an  almost  superhuman 
effort  he  checked  and  pulled  the  horses  across  the  street 
in  such  close  proximity  to  the  river  that  portions  of  the 
shattered  vehicle  fell  into  the  water. 

In  the  case  of  officer  Steele  a  team  of  horses  attached 
to  a  carriage  occupied  by  two  ladies,  while  passing  over 
the  viaduct  on  West  Adams  street  near  the  bridge,took 
fright  at  the  sudden  escape  of  steam  from  a  locomotive 
on  the  railroad  tracks  beneath.  The  horses  plunged 
wildly,  became  unmanageable,  and  in  suddenly  turning 
broke  a  wheel.  The  ladies  in  the  vehicle  were  helpless, 
and  the  animals  galloped  along  the  viaduct  down  grade 
towards  Canal  street.  Officer  Steele,  who  was  sta- 
tioned at  the  crossing,  with  rare  intrepidity  and  pres- 
ence of  mind,  seized  the  headgear  of  one  of  the  horses, 
and  though  dragged  a  considerable  distance  brought 
them  to  a  stop,  thereby  undoubtedly  saving  the  ladies 
from  serious  injury  and  perhaps  death. 

The  incidents  mentioned  were  referred  to  at  consid- 
erable length  by  the  press  at  the  time  of  their  occur- 
rence, and  the  officers  were  deservedly  complimented 
for  their  bravery.
